Sushing, Ok., were found shot to death in a room on the fourtla 
floor of the Terminal Hotel this morning. There were nine bullets 
in the woman’s body and one bullet through the man’s head. He 
evidently had shot her and then bimself. ‘'he revolver was in his 
right hand. They evidently were in prosperous circumstances. 


They were well dressed, and each had many diamonds.

about 30 years old and he was in the forties. 


Ardent love letters from another mran 
to the woman, found in the room, indi- 
cated that the husband and wife had 
been separated and that the writer. 
who gigned the letters ‘‘Bill,’’ was plan- 
ning to assist the woman to get a di- 
vorce, that he might marry her. ‘Bill’ 
and Neely, the letters indicated, were 


associates in business, either in Cush- 
ing or Tulsa, Ok. 

A card found in Neely’s valise indicat- 
ed that he was the representative in the 
Tulsa; “Ok., district of the Petroleum 
Iron Works Co, of Sharon, Pa. Other 
telegrams and communications indicated 
that he probably also represented other 
firms. 

Investigation by the police tended to 
show tifat the husband and wife had be- 
come reconciled, and that after reaching 
St. Louis from Richmond. Ind., last 
night, the husband discovered the let-' 
ters, and became so enraged that he 
killed his wife and then himself. 

Releads Revolver Once. 

The fury of his rage is indicated by the 
number of shots fired into the woman's 
breast. This required that Neely re- 
fend his revolver once before firing all 
ef the shots. A strange feature was thar 
ne hotel attaches or guests seemed to 
have heard the shots. 

In Neely’s valise was a letter to him 
@om his wife. She told of having re- 
@sived two letters from his partner, 
George Fox, urging her to return. In 
@he letter she stated that she left him 
hecause of his “shameful conduct” with- 
ff the hearing of others. She referred 
to a post card, which evidently was the 
subject of objections from him, and in- 
sisted that the card should not have 
aroused his suspicions. 

She complained that he had unjustly 
accused her, and that his accusations 
were the result only of things he har- 
bored in his imagination. Her letter 
concluded: 

“My heart bleeds for you, if you do 
Believe all this, for then surely this 
must seem a bitter, bitter world. Let 
me know just how you feel, George, and 
please do take oare of yourself for me. 
Stella.” 

The couple reached the hotel at 5:30 
yesterday afternoon. J. R. Parcell, the 
ehief clerk, recalled that Neely had 
been 2 guest at the hotel on Nov. 6, with 
J. J. McNeill of Cushing. Parcel! said 
that Neely was in good humor when he 
engaged the room yesterday and talked 
jokingly with him about having taken 
the key away with him on his previous 
visit. 

Neither Seen After 6 P. M. 

About 90 minutes after they had gone 


to their room, Neely sent for ice water, } 


and directed the boy also to bring twa 
bottles of beer. When the beer was de. 
livered, Mrs. Neely told the boy her hus- 
band had gone to the barber shop. She 
accepted the beer and directed the boy 
to open the bottles. The empty bc-ttles 
were in the room this morning. 

Employes of the hotel this morning 
said they could not recall havimg seen 
either the man or woman after the beer 
was delivered, about 6 p. m.

In his opening statement to the jury 
Train said he would show that Siegel 
played the part of the genteel highway- 
man who parted his friends from their 
money by honeyed deceit. He said he 
would prove through Prall and other 
witnesses that Siegel borrowed $100,000 
from the National Bank of Commerce 
by representing, through a set of dum- 
my books, that the Fourteenth street 
store was paying huge dividends, when 
as a matter of fact it was in debt to 
the extent of $1,500,000 and had lost 
money at the rate of $250,000 a year. 
“The four wheels of the car of 
Juggernaut,” was the way he char- 
acterized the four “big and losing” 
enterprises created by the defendant. 
Train pictured Siegel as the fugitive 
just ahead of that car who was com- 
pelled at intervals to get money from 
New York banks by any hook or 
crook, t6 save him from being fi- 
nancially ground to powder, 

Selection of the jury was completed 
yesterday. Ten of the jurors are farm- 
ers.

MYSTERY IN DEATh 
UF ST. LOUISAN AT 
YALE, OK. OIL WELL 


Incomplete Reports of How Leris 
P. Morrell Lost Life by Gas 
Arouse Father. 


| 


Dr. M. Pinckney Morrell of the Ken- 
dall Hotel, Lindell boulevard and Boyle 
avenue, has asked the police to investi- 
gate circumstances surrounding the sud- 
den death of his son, Loris Pinckney 
Morrell, 19 years old, whose body was 
brought to St. Louis from Yale, Ok., 
yesterday. 

Young Morrell for eight months fad 
been employed by the Silurian Oil Co. in 
its field at Yale. Last Monday Pr. Mor- 
rell received a brief telegram saying 
his son had been killed by gas and the 
body was being sent here. 

The message was signed by C. M. 
Crotty, superintendent of the plant at 
Yale, a nephew of Mrs. W. C. McBride 
of 29 Washington Terrace, whose hus- 
band is president of the Silurian Oil 
Co. . 

Since the arrival of the body yester- 
day Dr. Morrell and his brother-in-law, 
Dr. Willard B. Shelp, a dentist in the 
Carleton Building, have tried in vain to 
obtaim additional particulars as to the 
young man’s death. 

No Details of Tragedy. 

When they made inquiry at the Silu- 
rian company’s headquarters in the 
Third National Bank Building, they 
were told no report of the death had 
been received there and that as Presi- 
dent McBride was out of town there 
was no one in the office qualified to 
make a statement, — 

mdward J. Sullivan, an employe otf 
the company, who came from Oklahoma 
with the body sald he knew nothing of 
the circumstances of young Morrell’s 
death except that he wag told it was 
caused by gas. He said an inquest had 
been held by Coroner Frey at Cushing 
Ok. 

One clause in the telegram 
Mon'ay was especially puzzling. to Dr 
Morrell. It said young Morrell was 
“found dead in the field.” Dr. Morrell 
thought this meant the body had been 
found in an open field and he was un- 
able ‘to understand how his son could 
have been overcome by gas in such a 
place. Oil men whom Dr. Shelp con- 
sulted told him “the field” is a tech- 
nical expression used to describe any 
district where ofl wells are operated.

Russians Equipped With New Guns 
for Siege of Przemysl. 


LONDON, Nov. 11.—A Central News 
digpatch from Vienna says that prepara- 
tions are being rushed for the second 
siege of Przemysl. It is reported that 
the Russians are equipped with new 
eight-inch French guns. 

Telegraphing from Petrograd 
Morning Post’s correspondent says: 

“The Russians are by no means satis- 
fied with their recent victories. In cer- 
tain quarters the opinion is expressed 
that tree German armies ought never to 
have been allowed to leave Russia.

Bridges Deatroyed in Retreat. 

“That the Germans have abandoned 
hope of coming back to Poland is shown 
by their destruction of the bridges and 
their having even plowed up the main 
roads on their retirements,’’ says the 
dispatch. ‘During four days, from 
Thursday to Sunday, on the Thorn- 
Cracow front, the Prussians kept up a 
hot pursuit of the retreating Austro- 
Germany army, which hastily flung 
strong rear guards on to the crossings 
of the rivers Warthe, Pilics and Nida, 
with the object of checking the Russian 
advance and fording the main body an 
opportunity to pull itself together. In 
general the artillery played the chief 
part in these rear guard actions. 

“On Sunday the Russians let their 
cavalry loose on the flanks of the de- 
feated army with the object of complet- 
ing the enemy’s disorganization. 

“Gen. von Liebert, former command- 
ant of Lodz, who was taken prisoner, is 
a well-known figure in German public 
life. He was formerly Governor German 
Kast Africa and later sat in the Reich- 
stag.

Berlin Hears of Russian Defeat in 
Caucasus and Bukowina.

These 
lewlands, now creepy with winter chill, 
have become a focal point for world at- 
tention, through the German efforts to 
master the seacoast nearest England.

KING AND QUEEN CHEERED 


Parade Lacks Usual Display and 
Khaki Replaces Brilliant 
Uniforms. 


LONDON, Nov. i11—Londoners, who 
recently have been deprived of all spec- 
tacular incidents, today thronged the 
ruote of the royal procession to West- 
minster Palace, where King George 
opened Parliament, and a wave of 
patriotic cheering followed the King and 
Queen from the start to the finish of 
their drive. 

Their majesties rode in a iess conspicu- 
ous state levee carriage, drawn by six 
black horses, instead of the gold and 


glass chariot heretofore used. 

The scene within the House of Lords 
was hardly so picturesque as usual. The 
court is in mourning for Prince Maurice 
of Battenburg, and large numbers of 
aristocrats who customarily fill the 
upper chamber on these occasions are 
now mourning for husbands and sons 
fallen in the war, while somber khaki to 
a large extent displaced the brilliant 
military uniforms usually present. 

King’s Speech From Throne. 

In the speech from the throne King 
George said: 

‘“‘My lords and gentlemen—The ener 
gies and the sympathies of my subjects 
in every part of the empire are concen- 
trated on the prosecution to a victorious 
issue of the war in which we are en- 
gaged. I have summoned you now, in 
order that, sharing as I am aware you 
do, my convictions that this is a duty 
of paramount and supreme importance, 
you should take whatever steps are 
needed for its adequate discharge. 
“Since I last addressed you, the area 
of the war has been enlarged by the 
participation in the struggle of the Otto- 
man Empire. In conjunction with my 
allies and in spite of repeated and con- 
tinuous provocations, I strove to pre- 
serve in regard to Turkey, a friendly 
neutrality. Bad councils and alien in- 
fluence have driven her into a policy of 
wanton and defiant aggression, and a 
state of war now exists between us. My 
Mussulman subjects know well that our 
rupture with Turkey has been forced 
upon me against my will and I recog- 
nize with appreciation and gratitude the 
proofs which they have hastened to give 
of their loyal devotion and support. 

“My navy and army continue through- 
out the area of conflict to maintain in 
full measure their glorious traditions. 
We watch and follow their steadfastness 
and valor with thankfulness and pride, 
and there is throughout my empire a 
fixed determination to secure at what- 
ev@ sacrifice the triumph of our arms 
and vindication of our cause. 

Only War Measures to Come Up. 
“You will be asked to make due finan- 
cial provision for the effective conduct 
of the war and the only measures which 
will be submitted to you at this stage 
of the season are such as seem neces- 
sary to my advisers for the attainment 


of the great purpose upon which the ef- 
‘forts of the empire are set. 


I confident- 
ly commend them to your patriotism and 
loyalty and I pray that the Almighty 
will give His blessing to your counsels.” 
The most immediate business before 
the House of Commons will be to pro- 
vide sinews of war in men and money. 
The recruiting situation may lead to 
some steps toward compulsory service 
and the $600,000,000 granted in August 
virtually having been practically spent, 
a like amount Probably will be pro- 
posed under the special war loan act 
passed at the last session. 

One. hundred and five Unionists were 
missing from their seats, being absent 
in various capacities in connection with 
the war, while 33 ministerialists are 
actually at the front and many others 
are absent on Government business.

The French consulate 
stamped its vise on 2 passports and re- 
fused to accept the regulation fees, thus 
saving Mrs. Whitney $16, on the ground 
that she and her companions are on an 
errand of mercy to the French soldiers. 

Mrs. Whitney spent a busy afternoon 
conferring with the British Red Cruss 
authorities and representatives of the 
French embassy. She said: “I want to 
go to the front as soon as possible. Our

steamship Chicago, to Havre, should 
be awaiting us there, but I cannot tell 
where we will go until we get to Paris.

The Germans are saying this, and re- 
peating it tirelessly, in order to per- 
suade us that the war must decide if 
Russia is to dominate Asia and Europe, 
from the Sea of Japan to the Mediter- 
ranean. 

And at first sight their reasoning is 
persuasive. But it has just one defect, 
and this hangs from the slender thread 
of an “‘if.’’ Certainly Russia would be 
a terrific power, if some day it decided 
to covet the hegemony of Europe. But 
it has not yet aspired to believe that it 
will aspire t8 it in the near future. 


What Russia Seeks. 

For half aqgentury, up to the day the 
European war broke out, Russia had 
kept her eyes toward expansion in the 
East, seeking to live at peace with the 
great Powers of Europe, even at the 
cost of by no means pleasant sacrifices. 

It is well known, for example, that in 
the last 30 years the peoples of the Bal- 
kans have repeatedly complained that 
Russia, absorbed in her Asiatic policies, 
was sacrificing too much the Slav inter- 
ests in the Balkans to Germany and 
Austria, and in Russia the party that 
wanted to expand the empire at the ex- 
pense of Turkey, Persia and China, 
rather than go to war with Austria and 
Germany on behalf of Servia and Bul- 
garia, was strong and almost dominant. 

is it probable that this state of af- 
fairs will change, if Russia is victorious 
in this war? It does not seem so What 
could Russia gain in the event of vic- 
tory, beyond expanding her frontiers a 
little at the expense of Germany and 
Austria, probably setting up the king- 
dom of Poland and making the Czar its 
King? It is evident that this would not 
increase Russia’s power much. 

Russia was great before, and she will 
be great hereafter; she was siow before, 
end she will be slow hereafter; she was 
embarrassed before by her size, and by 
the great complexity of her policies, 
which touch so many states and fron- 
tiers between Petrograd and Viadivo- 
stok, and she will be more than: ever 
embarrassed hereafter. 


What Germany Seeks. 

Let us, on the other hand, suppose 
that Germany wins, and that she an- 
nexes only Belgium and a small bit of 
French territory—that part of Lorraine 
which was left to “rance in 1871, and 
a small region in the North. 

Beside Russia, Germany still would be 
a little bit of a state. Yet she would 
s0 increase her strength by those few 
annexations alone, as to become per 
haps the most formidable Power in the 
world, for three reasons: Because her 
population would be augmented by .9,-

Iron is today the indispensable 
material for creating military and 
moral power, for with it guns and ar- 
mored warships are made, just as coal 
is the material necessary for manufac- 
turing iron. 


It is impossible today for a nation to 
become a great military and naval 
Power unless it be a great metalurgi- 
Power, for it would have to depend upon 
some other state for its supply of iron. 
And what nation can become a great 
metallurgic Power if it does not pos- 
sess rich coal mines? 

Germany Wants Iros. 

So, to understand the formidable 
gravity of the present war, it is neces- 
sary to bear in mind that the territo- 
ries in which the Western war ia be- 
ing fought — Belgium, Luxemburg. 
Northern France and French Lorraine 
—are among the richest coal and iron

be a German monopoly in continental 
Europe, or an industry equally divided 
between Latins and Germans. 


For 20 years Germany has been exert- 
ing effort to become the greatest pro- 
Cucer of iron in Europe, and she has 
succeeded, exceeding even England. But, 
up to the present Belgium and France 
have been her formidable competitors 
in Continental Europe, preventing Ger- 
many from conquering absolute suprem- 
acy in this industry. Germany, ex- 
tending her frontier ofly slightly, would 
acquire the rich coal and iron lands 
now owned by Belgium, Luxemburg and 
a few thousand square kilometers in 
French Lorraine and Northern France, 
and this would suffice to give her an 
almost compiete monopoly of iron in 
Continental Europe, since Russia, which 
has great coal and iron mines, will not 
for a long time produce enough even for 
her own needs. 

What political consequence would be 
horn of that conquest! Despoiled of the 
tetter part of her riineral domain, 
France would become @ second-rate 
mining and metallurgic nation; Germany, 
on the contrary, the arbiter of Europe, 
for iron would becorne so pc wverful that 
no nation could longer resiat her on 
the Continent, and England sewn would 
be able to resist her no longer on the 
sea. 

“The Day,” Indeed. 

The day on which Germany became an 
empire of 980,000,000 in the heart of Eu- 
rope, she could threaten England from 
the Belgian coast without fear of 
France, and being the owner of the 
richest coal and iron mines in Europe, 
coulé, in a few years, osuilld a fleet able 
to destroy the English fleet and the 
British Empire. 

I have touched only on this one potnt 
of German peril; but it is so great and 
so evident that it is enough to explain 
how all neutral Europe fears this peril 
more than the Slav peril that is de- 
nounced with such eloquence from Ber- 
lin. 

And yet these considerations serve to 
cissipate all illusions that have been had 
in regard to the war and its duration. 
{'nless a miracle comes, the war will be 
fought ovt without quarter by both 
sides, even at the risk of bringing a cat- 
aclysm to all civilization. 

Germany has begun the struggle in 
such a way that she seems to consider 
no other alternative than tw become the 
mistress of EHurope, and hence all that 
part of the world that depends on Eu- 
rope; or, in an immense catastrophe, to 
lose a great part of that she has ac- 
quired in the last half century. Fer, if 
they win, the allies will not forgive her 
for having tried to win this dangerous 
heremony, by means of a war prepared 
with such study and provoked with such 
determination. 


Germany Not Interfering 
With Belgian Relief Work 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 11.—Seeretary 
Bryan announced today after a con- 
ference with Count von Bernstorff, the 
German Ambassador, that there had 
been no change in the plan originally 
approved by the German Government 
for the transportation of relief supplies 
to Belgium. 

There seems to be no disposition in 
official circles here to object to the de- 
mand of German military authorities in 
Pelgium that inhabitants seeking re 
lef go to work if able to do so. The 
State Department has only unofficial re- 
ports to that effect. 

The subject of enforced labor in Bel- 
gium was discussed by officials here 
with the managers of the Rockefeller 
Foundation relief expedition and one 
plan contemplated selection of agents in 
each district not only to indicate pre- 
cisely the cases where charity was real- 
ly necessary, but also to get in touch 
with those who filed to Holland, France 
or England, and induce them to return 
t work.

TOWER OF LONDON 


Carl Hans Lody, Ex-Husband of 
Omaha Girl, Shields Su- 
periors to Last. 


POSED AS AN AMBRICAN 


Was Found Guilty of Communi- 
cating Information Regard- 
ing the British Navy. 


LONDON, Nov. 1.—Cari Hans Lody, 
alias Charles A. Inglis, found gullty 
Nov. 2 by a courtmartial of espionage, 
has been shot in the Tower of London 
—the first man to be executed there 
since 170. The scene of the execution 


was the tower barracks, not far from 
the spot where Anne Boleyn and other 
persons famous in English history were 
put to death. An official statement con- 
cerning the execution merely says: 
“Sentence was duly confirmed.’’ 

Lody, who was about 2 years old, 
said at his arrest that he was an Amer- 
ican, but later confessed he was a Ger- 
man. He had lived in New York and 
Omaha, where he married the daughter 
of Gottlieb Storz, a brewer, who di- 
vorced him. 

It is understood that Lody died game- 
ly, refusing to the last to reveal the 
narne of the superior officer fram whom 
he received his instructions to spy on 
the British navy. 


Lody, once was employed as a guide 
by a tourist agency in New York and 
also worked for the Union Pacific Rail- 
road in Omaha. He was arrested late 
in September in London charged with 
espionage and at his trial testified he 
was a former Lieutenant in the Ger- 
man navy, but that he had been (tra.is- 


- ferred to the reserves. 


In his capacity as a reserve officer, 
Lady said, he was ordered to go to En- 
giumd and keep track of the movement 
of the British fleet, but was warne:!

ANOTHER PUBLIC HEARING 
SET FOR TOMORROW NIGHT 


Indications Are That Counselor May Proceed 
With Condemnation Suits Without Delay; 
Court Commission to Fix Boundaries

That the bill authorizing the construction of a parkway from Twelfth 
street to Grand avenue will be passed is indicated by the sentiment of 
members of the Municipal Assembly, #xpressed in interviews with Post-Dis- 


pateh reporters. 


Nine of the 13 members of the Council declared they 


would vote for the parkway bill, and ‘24 of the 28 members of the House of 
Delegates also declared themselves in faver of the measure. 


If the members of the Municipal As- 
sembly vote according to the sentiments 
they have expressed, the bill will be 
passed without delay, and the City 


Counselor will proceed as speedily as 
possible to file the condemnation suits 


for the acquisition of the block of prop- 
erty between Market and Chestnut 
streets from Twelfth street to Beaumon’ 
 gtreet, and between Lawton avenue and 
Pine street from Be @ “ont street to 
Grand avenue. 

The members of the Municipal Assem- 
bly expressed some opinions relative to 
the benefit district, but the boundaries 
of this district, under the new charter, 
will be determined solely by the three 


— appointed by the Circuit 


The bill is favored by Chairman An- 
drew Scully of the Public Improve- 
ments Committee, who will conduct the 
third public hearing on the subject to- 
morrow night. The full committee has 
not yet conferred on the bill but Scul- 
ly expects to call a meeting shortly aft- 
er the public hearing. 


Would Damage Federal Park. 

Opposition to one feature of the Park- 
‘way. bill developed last night in the 
House of Delegates when Nathan Hall, 
leader of the Republican forces, told 
members that the Public Service Board 
had recommended in the bill that 70 
feet be cut off the east side of Grand 
avenue without notifying the manage- 
ment of the Federal League Ball Park. 
It will be necessary to remove the 
Grand avenue grandstand in the ball 
park if the widening plan is carried out, 
and Hall said the ball club managers 
told him yesterday it would force them 
to abandon the park if it is reduced in 
size to this extent. They would be 
awarded damages for the extent of their 
loss of property. 

The pending bill cannot be amended 
and if a change in plan should be agreed 
upon, a new bill offered by the Public 
Service Board would have to provide 
for the change. 

Councilmen expressed their attitude 
on the parkway as follows: 

“DANIEL F. MEEHAN-—I am for the 
Parkway as far as I know about it. In 
the House of Delegates I introduced one 
of the first resolutions for the purchase 
of Fairground Park. There was oppo- 
sition te that then, but I would like to 
see any one try to take Fairground 
from the people now. There is some 
opposition now to the Parkway, but 
after we have it nobody will be willing 
to part with it. I think that all im- 
provements of that nature should’ be 
paid for out of the general revenue, 
but if it cannot be done that way I will 
still favor it. I have property on Eu- 
clid avenue a mile and a half from the 
end of the parkway which would be as- 
sessed if there is a benefit district, but 
I would be willing to pay my share. 

Whole City to Benefit. 

OTTO G. KOENIG—I’m for it. It 
should be paid for by the city at large 
because the whole city will benefit from 
it. It would be an injustice to impose 
the cost on a benefit district. Property 
owners near it will not profit by it more 
than I, six miles away. 

JOHN F. HINES—It looks alright to 
me I haven't seen the bill yet but if it 
ie drawn right I will vote for it. 

GUSTAV J. HERRMANN—I am itn fa-

JULIUS HALLER-I am for it. There 
is only one way under the charter to 
pay for it, as I understand it.

It would be the big- 
gest advertisement the city could have 
The next best thing would be the im- 
provement of the water front. 
WILLIAM L. PROTZMANN—Unless 
an absolutely good reason could be 
shown me fer opposing it, I would vote 
for it. It is the greatest thing that 
could happen for St. Louis. I favor es- 
tublishing a benefit district, unless the 
cost would be prohibitive. As a real 
estate man I don’t think the cost will 
be excessive. 

EDWARD F, RANDALL—If it can be 
pt over without injustice and without 
too great hardship I would be inclined 
t» favor it. It seems to me that a 
thing as great’as that should be taken 
up under a general bond issue. 

JOSEPH M. EBELING—I have re- 
ceived letters from some neighbors of 
mine down there who oppose it. I want 
to look into it further. I would judge 
that if it is to be constructed it should 
be paid for by a general tax, because 
otherwise it would hit the property own- 
ers of the district too hard. 

PRESIDENT SAM LAZARUS~—I think 
the parkway will be a grand thing for 
St. Louis. It will be the best investment 
St. Louis has made in a generation and 
the property which is especially bene- 
fitted by it should pay a special tax for 
that reason. 

Councilman Henry Rower declined to 
express himself on the parkway Dill, 
saying he has not studied it yet. Coun- 
cilmen Paule and Arendes were not 
polled. 

24 Delegates for Parkway. 

In the House of Delegates 24 mem- 
bers said they were in favor of the 
parkway bill, and others said they were 
undecided and would have to give the 
matter further consideration. . 

Those who said they favored the bill 
are: Speaker Andrew Gazzolo and Del- 
egates Moog, Gallagher, Meisner, Def- 
faa, Ford, Francis, Ebrecht, Singer, 
Wyrick, Heisel, Owen, McCarthy, Grier- 
son, Byrne, Butler, Monahan, Hall, 
Scully, Hoffner, Groeschel, Schwartz, 
Whalen and Brokaw. 

Delegates Close and Klug said they 
were undecided at present. Delegates 
Scholl and Stuart were not polled. 

Speaker Gazzolo said: “I am in favor 
of building the parkway but I don’t like 
any attempt to assess special benefit 
taxes against property on streets six 
or seven blocks north or south of it. In 
the pending bill, it is provided that com- 
missioners appointed by the Circuit 
Court shall fix the boundaries of a bene- 
fit district and it seems to me that the 
Assembly has no power to fix these 
boundaries in the bill under the new 
charter.”’ 

Delegate Gallagher, a leader on the 
Democratic side, said: ‘The parkway 
would be a fine thing for the city. I 
am for it. It will cost a lot of money 
and the city should not hit the prop- 
erty owners of the neighborhood too 
hard.” 

Delegate McCarthy, Speaker pro tem, 
said: “I am for the parkway and do 
not think anyone will have to pay a cent 
more in special taxes than the benefits 
his property will derive from it. I own 
my home on Laclede avenue, and two 
lots on Forest Park boulevard that will 
be In the benefit district and I am will- 
ing to pay my share.”’ 

The sentiments of the other delegates, 
in favor of the project, were of like 
tenor. 


How Cost Is Distributed 
in Benefited District 


Experience of Kansas City Shows Assessment 
of Property Other Than Abutting Lots 
Average 5 Per Cent of Assessed Value.

Kansas City has constructed the finest | 
parkway and boulevard system in 
America.

boulevards are from 220 to 600 feet wide, | 
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and have cost, for acquisition of land, 
grading and paving and maintenance, 4 
little over $18,000,000. 

The magnificent Paseo Parkway, con- 
necting Cliff Drive in the north end of 
Kansas City and Swope Park on the 
south end, furnishes for St. Louis a 
definite example in parkway construc- 
tion, with this difference: The Pasev 
has been built entirely through resi- 
dence districts, while the St. Louis 
parkway will be built through a partly 
business and partly residence district. 


The cost of constructing this park- 
way, which is nine miles long, was dis- 
tributed over the property within one 
mile on each side of it. The cost has 
varied for different sections, but a spe- 
cial assessment of $8 a front foot on 
the average was levied against the abut- 
ting property on each side of the park- 
way, and this property, in addition, paid 
the paving and grading costs, which 
amounted to about $10 a foot more. This 
made the total cost to the abutting 
property average about $13 a front foot. 


The balance of the cost was distribut- 
ed over the district embracing the prop- 
erty within a mile on each side of the 
parkway. This cost has varied, accord- 
ing to the district in which the parkway 
was being constructed, but the average 
has been about 5 per cent of the as- 
sessed valuation of the land. 

The highest cost in any district in the 
entire parkway and boulevard system 
was 26 per cent of land valuation, and 
the lowest was 49-100 of 1 per cent. 

Special Tax on Land Only. 

Kansas City has employed the single 
tax principle in parkway and boulevard 
construction. It has levied no special 
taxes against improvements, but against 
land values only. As real estate in 
Kansas City is assessed at only # per 
cent of its actual value, a 5 per cent 
levy on assessed valuation of land is 
actually but two per cent on real value. 

Here is a concrete case, which shows 
how the property owner has been af- 
fected: Walter A. Evans is the owner 
of a lot with a frontage of 82% feet on 
between Twenty-eighth 
and Twenty-ninth streets. He was as- 
sessed for the construction of the Paseo 
parkway; for the acquisition of Spring 
Valley park, one of the smaller parks 
in the central residence district; for 
the construction of Lindoow boulevard, 
and for Benton boulevard. 

The aggregate of the four special tax 
assessments against his land was $2.50 
a front foot, or $206.2 in all. His land 
was worth $12 a foot before the, park- 
ways and boulevards were constructed, 
and Spring Valley Park acquired, or 
$750. It is now worth $50 a foot, or 
$4125. The increase in value was $3375, 
of which $206.25 was absorbed in the 
special taxes. 

Increase In Land Values. 


There has been in Kansas City an im- 
mediate increase in land values of 60 
te 100 per cent in the vicinity of the 
parkways and boulevards constructed. 
But Kansas City does not consider that 
the material increase in land values is 
the greatest benefit that it derives from 
its boulevard system, 

The psychological effect has been 
equally valuable as an asset to Kansas 
City. It has created a love for out- 
door life, for the ownership of homes 
and automobiles, for neatly kept lawns 
and flower gardens, and for attractive 
backyards in which the children may 
play instead of on the streets. Tene- 
ments have almost disappeared from 
Kansas City, and the people in their 
eagerness to own homes and to appear 
well dressed, have spent a very small 
portion of their earnings in saloons. 
The wonderful civic pride of Kansas 
City is attributed largely to the psycho- 
logical effect of the boulevard and 
parkway system upon its people. 

Big District Improved. 

Kansas City started the construction 
of the Paseo in what was formerly the 
negro quarter of the city. The small, 
dirty frame houses in which the negroes 
lived quickly disappeared, and now on 
each side of the parkway there are fine 
apartment houses and attractive brick 
houses. Land that was worth $7 a front 
foot when the parkway was started. 
and was unsalable at that price, ig now 
in good demand at $50 or more a front 
foot. Some of the Increase has been 
due to the growth of the city, but a very 
considerable portion of the Increase in 
land values throughout al! the boule- 
vard diatricte of the city is attributed 
to the bullding of these roadways.

City Plan Commission of B. M. 
L. Informally Considers Ex- 
tension to North. 


TO CUT IN AT STATION 


Thoroughfare 
to Fairground and O’Fallon 
Park Also Talked Of. 


Plans for the construction of a broad 
thoroughfare to branch from the pro- 
posed central parkway at some point 
between Eighteenth ang Twenty-first 
Streets, and extend northward to con- 
nect through St. Louis place with He- 
bert street, were informally discussed 
yesterday at a meeting of the City 
Pian Committee of the Business Men's 
League. 

The committee also considered a pro- 
posal eventually to extend the thorougn- 
fare westward across Grand avenue to 
Fairground and to O’Fallon Park. 

Members of the committee this morn- 
ing said that they did not wish the 
plan to be considered a part of the cen- 
tral parkway plan, and that the discus- 
sion of the project had not yet been 
advanced beyond the informal stage. 

At the meeting members of the com- 
mittee said that, in their own minds, 
they had not determined just where the 
proposed northern thoroughfare should 
run, though they believed t should lead 
directly to Union Station. There seemed 
to be an opinion that either Fighteenth, 
Nineteenth, Twentieth or Twenty-first 
street should be chosen, and that the 
thoroughfare should be a broad one to 
connect with St. Louis place, which ex- 
tends from Hebert street south. 

From that place it would extend to 
the two parks over a route which so far 
has hardly been considered. 

John H. Gundlach, a member of the 
committee, this morning, said that the 
plan was no part of the central park- 
way project. 

“The committee at this time is devot- 
ing itself to the central parkway,” he 
sald, “and it does not want other plans 
to come up which will confuse the main 
one. We had not intended that any 


discusston.”’ 

The committee next Tuesday will make 
an automobile tour of the district it is 
considering. The members are James 
C. Jones, chairman; Charles Claflin Al- 
len, T. P. Barnett, Joseph R. Barroll, 
Haymar Lowenhaupt, Richard McCul- 
loch, John H. Gundiach, Walter B.

The system by which the work is 
xuthorized in Kansas City is: The 
Park Commissioners recommend to the 
Common Council the proposed improve- 
ments; the Council enacts an ordinance 
authorizing the acquisition of the land 
by condemnation; juries determine the 
amount of benefits and damages. 


Levy for Maintenance. 
After the boulevards have been con- 


structed, they are maintained by a 2)- 
mill levy on land values. This provides 
a fund sufficient for the maintenance 
of the roadways, for the planting of 
the trees and their expert care, and for 
cutting the grass. 

The cost of the land for the Paseo 
was $1,305,914.32; for the construction of 
the roadways, including the grading, 
$516,964.49, and for the maintenance of 
those sections of it which have been 
completed since 1897, $216,084.03, all of 
which has been borne by the property 
owners in the benefited districts. 

The Park Commissioners of Kansas 
City, who are familiar with the pro- 
posed parkway in St. Louis, estimate 
that the salvage acquired from the 
buildings to bé demolished, would be 
ample to pay all costs of grading, 
construction of roadways and beauti- 
fication of grounds, and that the ex- 
pense to the property owners in the 
benefited district would not exceed 
the actual cost of the land acquired 
for the parkway. . 

The new St. Louis city charter, 
under which it Is proposed to con- 
struct the parkway, was fashioned 
largely after the Kansas City char- 
ter, which has already been upheld 
by the Supreme Court. Kansas City 
began its system of boulevard im- 
provements 20 years ago, and has 
followed the principle of building the 
improvements into new territory be- 
fore land values become excessive. 
The growth of Kansas City has fol- 
lowed closely the lines of boulevard 
and parkway improvement. 


Property Owners Asked in Advertise- 
ments te Oppose Parkway. 

The Market Street Improvement and 
Protective Association, organized to op- 
pose the central parkway plan, arid 
composed for the greater part of own- 
ers of small stores along Market street, 
today inserted advertisements in news- 
papers asking all property owners be- 
tween Park and Franklin avenues and 
the river and King’s highway to attend 
the public hearing at the city hall to- 
morrow night to protest against the 
plan. 

The advertisement states that property 
owners in this district are to be taxed 
for the new Mill Creek sewer, and that, 
if the parkway plan goes through, they 
will have an additional tax to pay. 

At a meeting of the agsociation last 
night, Dr. A. H. Sante was chosen to 
represent it at the hearing, and the as- 
sociation voted to send 1000 letters to 
property owners in the district urging 


them to attend the hearing and protest.

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WAR BAIT BEFORE 
BALKAN NATIONS 


Austria Seeks Rumania’s Help, 
While Russia Claims Bul- 
garia’s Loyalty. 


By Associated Press. 
VENICE, via Paris. Nov. 11.—It is 


stated here that Count Tisza, the Hun- 
garian Premier, has addressed letters 
to the Greek, Oriental and Rumanian 
Archbishops, promising political conces- 
sions to the Rumanians in Austria in 
return for Rumania's aid. 

Among the concessions alleged to have 
been promised are complete amnesty 
for all political offenders, permission to 
use and display the Rumanian national 
colors, a revision of the franchise which 
will assure to Rumanians adequate rep- 
resentation in elective bodies and in 
Parliament, and a reform of the school 
laws. 


Committee Formed to Prepare Ru- 
mania for Part in War. 
LONDON, Nov. 11.—The Morning 
Post’s Bucharest (Rumania) correspond- 
ent says a deputation of university pro- 
fessors, former Cabinet Ministers and 
politicians, following an audience with 
King Ferdinand, organized a committee 
of national action, whose avowed pur- 
pose fs to prepart the country for inter- 

vention in the present war. 
Bulgarian Neutrality Is Counted On 
by Germany. 

BERLIN, by wireless to Sayville, L. L, 
Nov. 11.—Information from official quar- 
ters is to the effect that the Bulga- 
rian Minister at Rome has said in an 
interview that Bulgaria demands the 
restitution of the territories inhabited 
by Bulgarians. Bulgaria will keep neu- 
tral in the present war, the Minister 
declared, and under no circumstances 
will she fight Turkey. 

The President of the Turkish Chamber 
of Deputies, Halil Bey, has arrived at 
Bucharest, Rumania, on a special mis- 
sion. 


Bulgaria Rendy to Aid Allies on Cer- 
tain Conditions. 

SOFIA, Bulgaria, via London, Nov. 11. 
—Another detachment of Macedonians 
has arrived here after being released 
by the Austrians, who captured them at 
Shabats, where they had been enrolled 
in the Servian army. When the Mace- 
cdonians expressed a desire to return to 
Bulgaria, the Austrians released them 
and provided transportation. 

The press here admits that Bulgaria 
is quite ready to pay the blood debt 
owing to Russia, but not until the Triple 
Entente give ample guarantees that Bul- 
garia will be protected from the terri- 
torial designs of her neighbors.

FORMER CLIENT APPEARS 
Entries Told of Cash Paid and 
Kind of Services to Be 
Rendered. 


Fifty excited women crowded the 
courtroom ef Justice of the Peace Wer- 
remeyer in Clayton today, while Mrs. 
Alvina Farber, a clairvoyant was cross- 
examined regarding her work by a law- 
yer representing her divorced husband, 
Fred C. Farber of 2750 Rutger street, 
whose arrest she had caused upon 3a 
charge of assault.

She for- 
merly practiced as a clairvoyant at 
Grand and Gravols avenues under the 
name of Mme.

Interest in the case centered in the 
appearance of a little black book filled 
with notations by Mrs. Farber and in- 
troduced to impeach her credibility as a 
witness. The book was produced by 
counsel for Farber after the wife had 
testified that upon Oct. 1, her former 
husband had pulled her hair and brutsed 
her face so that she was ill for three 
days. When Joseph C. McAtee, counsel 
for Farber showed the book to the wit- 
ness she admitted it had been hers and 
the Justice asked what was the purpose 
of introducing it. The lawyer said 
it would prove that the woman made 
pretense of being able to reunite sweet- 
hearts, remove hoodoos and do other 
things which made her testimony unre- 
liable.

Anyway, although there are hard anu 
selfish women in the world, Maisie 
seems far more womanly than they, in 
the truest sense, when she suddenly 
realizes that she loves the blind Dick 
Heldar, now “down and out” for the 
rest of his life, infinitely more than she 
loves her art and the fame for which 
she long had yearned, and determines 
that she will stick to him and let he 
painting go hang, if need be. 

It is upon thig choosing of Maisie’s 
that the play’s last curtain falle—and 
I'm blest if it doesn’t seem, to me, a 
far more certain feminine choosing than 
that of the Maisie created by the Kip- 
ling who sings, in an almost sexiess 
mood of bitter scornfulness, that “a 
woman is only a woman, but a good 
cigar is a smoke.”’ 

Forbes-Robertson realizes Dick Hel- 
dar in the flesh. 

The adventurous soul of Dick is in 
his drawing, with its fine joy in peril 
by flood and field, in ‘‘man-talk’’ where 
dangers come so thick and fast that 
only real men are there to savor the.

HAS POWDER’ MATERIAL 


French Captain, Trying to Decoy 
Skipper, Told Him Kaiser 
Was Prisoner. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 11.—After dodging 
Sritish cruisers across half the Atlantic 
Ocean, spending five days standing off 
and on almost within sight of the Irish 
coast, and coming so close in the fog t» 
one enemy that he heard the boat- 
swain’s mates piping to quarters, Capt. 
Willi Karstadt of the German full- 
rigged ship Indra, 151 days out from 
Taltal, Chile, with sodium nitrate in her 
hold which would make enough gun- 
powder to blow up the rock of Gibral- 
tar, dropped anchor off the peaceful 
port of Stapleton, Staten Island, took 
one long’ breath of relief and treated 
himself and his crew of 21 to schnaps 
all around. The Indra is a steel-built, 
full-rigged ship of 3800 tons. 

June 11 last, Capt, Karstadt cleared 
the port of Taltal with his cargo of 
sodium nitrate, owned by a British firm 
and consigned to the firm’s agents at 
Dunkirk, France. Sodium nitrate is es 
sential for the manufacture of nearly 
all kinds of high explosives, and was the 
} first article to be placed on the contra- 
band list. by all the warring nations. 
Auguat 26, 77 days after she sailed, the 
Indra spoke the first ship she had sight- 
ed rounding the Horn, a Swedish steam- 
er. From her Capt. Karstadt and his 
crew learned that “Germany was at 
war with all the world.”’ 

The story seemed so incredible to the 
captain of the Indra and was so mixed 
with rumor and conjecture that he made 
up his mind to devote all his energies, 
for the time being, to obtaining ac- 
curate news of the events. With that 
intention, he bore away for Flores in 
the Azores. This is Portuguese terri- 
tory, and the captain, thinking Portu- 
gal was involved in the war, feared 
that the Indra, entering that harbor, 
would be made a prize, along with her 
cargo. ' 

For four days, consequently, the In- 
dra was kept hovering around. the 
island, hoping to pick up a steamer, 
which it would be safe to speak with 
and learn the news. But no ship was 
sighted and at length Capt. Karstadt 
steered away directly for the English 
Channel.

COMMISSION T0 BE 
NAMED INS WEEKS 


| Bureau of Corporations Prepares 
to Turn Over Work to New 
Body by That Time. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 11.—The Bureau 
of Corporations is preparing to turn 
itself into the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion. It is so adjusting its affairs that 
before the change comes publicity Can 
be given to half a dozen reports upon 
which the Bureau men have been work- 
ing for months. 

It is hinted that there are high ex- 
plosives in some of these reports. As 
with some other high explosives, the 
secret of the composition is under guard. 
The reports will include another volume 
of the series on the lumber industry, 
and will deal with price fixing. A re- 
port on farm utensils will wind up the 
presentation of the case of the Har- 
vester Trust. 

Another report will deal with corpora- 
tion taxes, and to this will be added the 
results of a study of the trust laws and 
the methods of handling big business in 
this and other countries. 

The Bureau of Corporations is expect- 
ed to become the Federal Trade Com- 
mission in about five weeks. From what 
President Wilson has said it seems likely 
that he will name the members of the 
rew Commission early in December. 
Washington anticipates that Joseph E. 
Davies, the present Commissioner of 
Corporations, will have a place on: the 
Commissfon. One member is expected 
tc be an economist of reputation, and 
the other members probably will be 
chosen from the ranks of law and busi- 
ness, 

Pienty of Work for Bureau. 

If the working pace set by the Bureau 
of Corporations is caught up and fol- 
lowed step for step by the members of 
the Trade Commission, they will know 
what it is to work and to walk. The 
Rureau ef Corporations has the fame, if 
such it be, of being one of the most toil- 
scme places in the Government service. 
It has had a lot of work of one kind 
or another put upon it, and it is one of 
the offices in this city in which the 
lights burn almost constantly during 
hours. when windows of other offices 
are dark, 

Certain tasks have been outlined for 
the Trade Commission. 
bringing it into belng more than sketch- 
es what it must do. The Commission 
will have the duty of regulating compe- 
tition by advice, by moral suasion, and 
by means of co-operation with the De- 
partment of Justice. The trade body 
was originated in the idea that the 
trouble with business is not so much 
that it is big, bad, or indifferent to the 
needs of the public from which it draws 
its support and to which it must be re- 
sponsive, as that it has been permeated 
by unfair practices, the abolition of 
which would at the same time abolish 
most business evils. 

The Trade Commission is expected to 
be a clearing house for information of 
such a character as to enable business, 
spurred by public opinion, to set itself 
in order without undue pain. In the 
relations of business to and with busi- 
ness, the relation of these relations to 
the general welfare, an? the legislation 
which advanced experience may find 
necessary, will be the principal subjects 
of consideration.

| Hogs and Native Cattle Will 


Again Be Admitted, Fed- 
eral Official Says. 


E. L. Bertram, in charge of the United 
States Bureau of Animal industry at 
the St. Louis National Stockyards, told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter today that the 
quarantine against hogs and native cat- 
tle would be raised tomorrow at 6 a. m. 

The quarantine against Southern cat- 
tle and sheep raised in Florida, North 
and South Carolina and Louisiana and 
in parts of Texas, Oklahoma, Arkansas, 
Mississippi, Alabama and Georgia, will 
be in effect until all danger of mouth 
and hoof diseases of cattle reaching the 
yards has passed. 

All of the pens, chutes and viaducts 
used in handling native cattle and hogs 
have been disinfected by a force of 600 
men, and the chutes and pens used by 
Southern cattle and sheep will have been 
cleaned by tomorrow or Friday. Four 
gas engines were used in spraying the 
pens and chutes with disinfectant. As 
an extra precaution against the appear- 
ace of the disease, all of the packing 
plants were disinfected by employes. 

Dispatches say the Chicago yards will 
reopen next Sunday at midnight.

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FARMER AND WIFE. 
SLAIN Witt AN AX, 


Mystery of Deaths of Pine Plains 
(N. Y.) Couple in Burned 
Home in 1912,Is Cleared. 


POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., Nov. il— 
The death of George Vosburg and his 
wife, in their lonely farmhouse near 
Pine Plains during the Christmas holi- 
days of 1912, was stripped of its mys- 
tery today by the alleged confession of 
John Wood, a farmer. Wood told the 
District Attorney and the Sheriff that 
he and three companions killed the cou- 
ple with an ax, robbed them of $800 
and then burned the farmhouse, The 
charred bodies were found in the cel- 
lar. 

The District Attorney placed Wood 
under arrest and announced that he had 
confessed the crime because he could 
no longer endure the tortures of oon 
science and wished ‘‘to clear his soul.’ 

On information said to have been fur- 
nished by Wood, his alleged accom- 
plices, Jesse Pelis, Orvil Smith and Os- 
car Post, were arrested near the village 
of Pine Plains later in the day. 

Wood was quoted as telling the fol- 
lowing story of the crime:

Bxtension of the Fourth Street Line. 
Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

It has been recommended by State Engineer 
Harrop that the Fourth street line instead of 
runsing south on Grand avenue from Lafayette, 
sontinue west on Lafayette tg Tower Grove 
avenue 

The Fourth Street Line at the present time car- 
ries a. maximum load of passengers, and to ex- 
tend it to Carondelet Park would increase this 
lead to a considerable extent, transferring traffic 
from the Grand avenue and Bellefontaine lines 
In my estimation, it would “be unwise for the 
‘Fourth street line to continue to Carondelet Park, 
thereby running for several miles over the Grand 
avenue tracks, as in doing so, it will only relieve 
the Carondelet residents of the necessity of mak- 
fing one transfer in order to reach downtown north 
-@ver Grand avenuue. Thby now have two direct 
Gowntown carriers, the Broadway and Beilefon- 
taine, which give quicker service than would the 
Fourth street line, if extended. 

In order to relieve the Carondelet situation, the 
Grand atvenue line ‘shodla be continued sauth on 
Grand to Carondelet Park, which has been dis- 
cussed heretofore. This would give the residents 
of Carondelet direct service of a cross-town line, 

ing with every.east and west line. 

If there is to be any extension of the Fourth 
street line it should continue south on Grand av- 
enue to Wyoming street; thence west to Morgan- 
ford road, - contemplated years ago in the plan 
of proposed extensions of the United Railways 
lines. Adequate accommodation would then be 
provided for that thickly populated district imme- 
diately south of Tower Grove Park and west of 
Grand avenue, and relieve the Tower Grove line 
from congestion between King’s highway and 
Grand avenue.

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DISPOSING OF SOCIAL VALUES. 

Collier’s Weekly cites the fact that a block of 
New York City land, worth $16,876 in 1860, is to- 
day valued at $1,150,000. 

The family that owned it in 1860 owns it today. 

Assuming the proprietors have made the land 
earn its taxes—they are reputed to have done 
much better—the people of New York, past and 
present, have made them a clear gift of $1,187,125. 
Besides that the people, through their local gov- 
ernment, have protected the proprietors in their 
possession and use of the land. 

Collier’s asks: “What is the best plan of han- 
dling these values?” 

‘If it be granted that wealth of right belongs to 
its creators, that $1,137,125 of new values socially 
created should now belong to, or have been avail- 
able for current use by, the people of New York 
collectively, who created it by assembling, living,, 
working and trading around it. 

Society every year more strongly asserts its 
right to claim at least a part of these values, so- 
cially created, for social use. Kansas City, build- 
ing a system of parkways by assessing the cost 
against adjacent and nearby lands whose value 
was enhanced by this betterment, took for social 
ownership and use a large portion of the new 
values it so created. There was some opposition 
at first, but all concerned are pleased with the 
results. The city has its parkways and has avoid- 
ed incurring a large bonded debt to pay for them; 
the benefited land owners have new values in their 
land larger than their shares of the cost of the 
improvement, and besides have the use of the 
parkways; the remainder of the citizens, for their 
share in creating the new values out of which 
the parkways were paid for, have the use and en- 
joyment of the parkways, plus their value as one 
of the municipality’s assets. 

New York City’s bonded debt is close to $1,000,- 
Yet New York is only 22 times as 
If New York’s per cap- 


000,000,000. Had New York in 1860 adopted the 
plan later adopted by Kansas City, there would 
be fewer New York families made enormously rich 
by taking—or being given—land values socially 
created; but New York City would not be paying 
$7.50 per capita interest on its bonded debt. Very 
likely the metropolis, by reason of its advanta- 
geous situation, would have attained its present 
size and wealth, and would possess fewer crowded, 
unhealthful tenements and no less but probably 
far more parkways, playgrounds and useful pub- 
lic institutions—to say nothing of many more 
small debt-free homesteads. 

St. Louis’ proposed parkway is to be paid for by 
assessments on benefited lands—the only just 
plan. Care should, and we doubt not will, be 
taken to make the parkway benefit district large 
enough so that all benefited lands shall help bear 
the cost, and none be unfairly burdened.

ORRMANY's ALABAMA. 

The smashing of the Emden came after three 
months of brilliant performance that might satis- 
fy the most towering ambition for naval distinc- 
tion. 

Her encounters prior to the last were of course 
all with war vessels weaker than herself or with 
unarmed merchant vessels, but the work she was 
doing in weakening the commerce of the enemy 
is still a recognized and important part of naval 
warfare. Every day she continued it the lives of 
her officers and crews were in imminent peril. Sin- 
gle-handed she was matching wit and speed and 
seamanship with all the great maritime Powers of 
the earth except Germany and the United States: 
The Confederate Alabama, to which she is often 
compared, once paid a destructive visit to the wa- 
ters in which the Emden has lately been operat- 
ing. On the Cocos or Keeling Island, where the 
Emden was beached, Darwin spent some time dur- 
ing the scientific pilgrimage that gave the world 
his great theory of biology. 

The loss of the Emden together with the block- 
ading of the Koenigsberg in a South African har- 
bor assists to a larger security for the ocean car- 
riers of the allies, but she had caused the mistress 
of the seas some bad quarter hours. Yncreasing re 
spect for the property of noncombatants afloat 
may render such romantic, red rover careers as 
hers impossible in the future. She has, however, 
played a notable part in establishing traditions for 
the German navy, which heretofore has been lack- 
ing in traditions, and her defeat by an Australian 
cruiser establishes a tradition for the colonial 
navies of the British Empire. Capt. Karl von Mul- 
ler of the Emden ts the Semmes of the German 


navy. &

UNHERALDED HEROISM. 

The light response to the British War Office's 
appeal for recruits is attributed to secrecy in the 
movement of troops and lack of news from the 
battlefields.

There are few thrill- 
ing stories in the daily newspapers of personal 
heroism to inflame the Imagination.

Masses of men in somber khaki are trained in 
drill grounds and slip quietly to the front where 
they meet other masses of men and fight in 
trenches and concealed positions. The battle- 
fields are strewn with unburied dead and unat- 
tended wounded who die where they fell.

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AN OPEN DOOR LOOP. 
Under the new charter the solution of the 
problem of providing terminal facilities is easy. 
The city can build a loop and issue bonds on the 
franchise and the property for that purpose 
precisely as the Southern Traction or any other 
corporation could do. 

One of the principgl objects of the new charter 
was to enable the city to build or purchase and 
operate public utilities. This power could not 
be put to better use than in providing municipal 
terminals for the municipal bridge. 

The talk of regranting the loop purchase to 
the Southern Illinois Traction Co. is folly. It 
cannot be done without a referendum vote of 
the people and that precludes it. There is no 
need of it. All the Southern Traction professes 
to want is an entrance to St. Louis. It will get 
that on the same terms as any other railway 
desiring to enter the city over the bridga It is 
entitled to nothing more. It is not entitled 
either to exclusive entrance or to any franchise 
value of a special grant. The Southern Traction 
franchise is disposed of. - 

We want an open-door loop, not burdened with 
any franchise to a private corporation upon which 
either a profit can be reaped or a claim to 
monopoly based. 

The municipal loop should be ready when the 
bridge is completed. Preparations to build it 
should be made at once. 
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FOR ‘‘PURH SERUM’’ REGULATIONS. 

It is ascertained that the spread of the foot and 
mouth disease, which has already inflicted great 
loss, is due to the admixture of the virus of the 
disease with a serum for hog cholera made in two 
Chicago plants. 

A similar cause was responsible for the foot and 
mouth epidemic five or six years ago that re- 
sulted in a damaging quarantine. A Northern 
laboratory imported tainted smallpox virus from 
Japan with which it innoculated cattle in the 
process of making serum for use on human beings. 
The innoculated cattle spread the foot and mouth 
disease, but if any injurious effects were traced 
to vaccinated persons no publicity was given 
them. 

Of the making of serums there seems to be no 
end. That the vast dislocation of business at- 
tending the present quarantine should be caused 
primarily by persons with small financial or other 
responsibility for the tremendous injury their 
carelessness has inflicted is intolerable. Why 
was not the impurity discovered before the epi- 
demic instead of afterward? 

The making, the storing, the shipping, the using 
of high explosives are regulated by rigid safe- 
guards, but production and distribution of toxic 
substances whose possibilities of danger are im- 
measurably greater go on without supervision. 
The public must be protected from this peril.

Germany—the Germany of 
Goethe, of Schiller, of Hegel, of Beethoven, of, 
Liebknecht—is coming forward with coal, with 
grain, with flour, to warm the shivering and feed 
the hungering Belgian noncombatants who have 
been bereft of their all as the fortune of war. 
In a prose poem on Nature, Goethe says: 

“Her crown ig Love. Only through Love 
ean we come to know her. She puts gulfs 
between all things, and all things strive to 
be interfused. She isolates everything, that 
she may draw everything together. With a 
few draughts from the cup of Love she re- 
pays for a life full of treuble.” 

In the cold, soulless view of things, the 
succoring of these Belgians may appear cnmeces- 
sary and even foolish. But the heart of the world 


sins. And when the final summing up is made, 
Germany will find that her coal and grain and 
flour, given to snatch Belgian women and children 
from death, are worth more than much gold and 


many guns. 


EBNGLAND’S NEW VIRTUE. 
Lord Balfour, former British Premier, speaking 
of the allies at the Lord Mayor’s banquet, said: 
We are five nations, and we fight not for 
ourselves alone, but for civilization and for 
all small states who seek to follow their own 
ideals without interference from any unau- 
thorized and insolent aggressor. 

Let us hope this is true. It could not always 
be said of Great Britain that she refrained from 
unauthorized and insolent interference with small 
states and weak states seeking ‘to follow their 
own ideals.” The history of the British empire is 
blotted with aggressive British interferences with 
other people’s affairs. | 

That Great Britain has learned the wisdom of 
making her yoke easy and her leash long modi- 
flies, but does not wipe out, the indictment. 

If the fate of Belgium and the expenditure of 
blood and treasure in this war bring England to 
see and abhor the crime of interfering with and
